Dr. Curtis has made many valuable 


suggestions. He said that the very lit- 
tle children cannot cross a crowded 
street, and in order to reach them it is 
necessary to have the playground with- 
in a half mile. It is an easy thing, he 
said, to put up a .little playground for 
them at the rear of the house, yet then; 
are very few parents who do so. Every 
tenement block should have a 
play- 


ground in the centre. In Berlin, there | 
is a provision to that effect. 
The new 


tenements in New York have play- 
Krounds or. the roofs. 
"Unless I am 


much mi.'.taken we are going to require 
also, in crowded cities, some place on 
t.le streets.

Senator Lodge, who is to take the leading part in the investigation of 


the high cost of living by the United States senate, has made the state- 
ment-that the Payne-Aldrieh tariff is in no way responsible for the increase 
in the.price of commodities. He made this statement in a speech at Brock- 
ton in pleading for the election of Buchanan and the defeat of Foss in the 
congressional contest. 


That statement alone shows that Mr. Lodge is unqualified to serve 


(vith fairness upon the committee of investigation. 
But this was known 


before he made his speech at Brockton. His motive was apparent from the 
beginning, for as soon as the proposition to investigate was brought for- 
ward, Senator Lodge rushed in to assume a leading part on the committee 
so that he might defend the new tariff law and take care that no reflections 
were made upon the republican party. 


On the tariff question, whether as a campaign speaker or member oi 


an investigating committee, Lodge represents but one side and that the trust 
republican Payne'-Aldrlch side. He will stand for a republican measure thnt 
he knows to be wrong, as stubbornly as will Cannon or Dalzell, two of tho 
most uncompromising and unscrupulous partisans to be found in congress.

have done nothing to calm popular 
feeling. 


An inspection of five cold storage, 


plants has just been completed, 
and I 


the inspectors confiscated 150 pounds: 
of poultry, 300 pounds of pork, 
800 j 


pounds of beef and 20 pounds of mut- | 
ton. The heads of the houses 
said I 


they could not tell how this meat had 
gone. bad. None of it, they said, had 
been in storage for more than a year. 
Dr. McCarrey says he has been 
told 


much has been kept for two years. 


Controller Aluey goes further. He 


says men working in the storage places 
have told him there arc chickens there 
which came in over five years ago. Dr 
McCnrrey intends to suggest a by-law 
which will force managers of storage 
places to have all meat or produce 
left with them ticketed. 


The inspectors made careful notes 


while making their rounds, and their 
report shows that at the present time 
the following goods are being 
kept:

to find out whether they can be used 
in the pencil Industry. 
According to 


some of the manufacturers; the supply 
of red cedar, which furnishes practi- 
cally all the wood for the annual out- 
put of some 325,000,000 pencils, will be 
exhausted within five.years.• A substlr 
tute must be found which will whittle 
easily, which shall 
contain a large 


amount of material 
free 
of 
knots, 


which shall not be porous, nor spongy, 
nor unduly hard, and which shall oc- 
cur In sufficient quantities to meet the 
manufactiirers' demand. 


In view of this anfl at the suggestion 


of th,e pencil makers, the Forest Ser- 
vice is to cooperate in a test of a num- 
ber of national forest 
woods. Among 


those to be tried are Rocky Mountain 
red cedar, alligator juniper, western 
juniper, redwood, incense cedar, west- 
ern cedar, Port Orford cedar, and 
Alaska cypress. Wood specimens coi- 
ected from the national foroBts will be 
sent to four leading 
manufacturers, 


who have agreed to make pencils of 
them. The manufacturers will keep a 
•ecord of the tests and report to tlje. 
'orest service the results, as well ' as 
.heir judgment as to the fitness of tliu 
individual woods.

[ large city that has not already done 
something has very definite plane for 
just that kind of thing. 


Dr. Curtis has made many valuable 


suggestions. He said that the very lit- 
tle children cannot cross a crowded 
street, and in order to reach them it is 
necessary to have the playground with- 
in a half mile. It is an easy thing, he 
said, to put up a little playground fir 
them ?t the rear of the house, yet then; 
are very few parents who do so. Every 
tenement block should have a play- 
ground in the centre. In Berlin, there 
is a provition to that effect. The new 
tenements in New York have play- 
grounds or the roofs. "Unless I am 
much mistaken we are goiny to require 
also, in crowded cities; some place on 
the streets. 
If the street is surfaced 


with asphalt, shaded with trees and 
kept decently clean and free from dust, 
and if we close some of the streets to 
vehicles after school hours, there is a 
pretty good place for children to j:!ay. 
There are many streets that could be 
closed perfectly well, at certain hour's, 
ind used for the play of childien."

before he rnado'his speech at Brockton. His motive -was apparent from tho 
beginning, for as soon as the proposition to investigate was brought for- 
ward; Senator Lodge rushed in to assume a lending part on tho committed 
so that he might defend the new tariff law and take care that no reflections 
were made upon tho republican party. 


^ On the tariff question, whether as a campaign speaker or member of 


an investigating committee, Lodge represents but one side and that the trust 
republican Payne-Aldrioh side. He will stand for a republican measure that 
he knows to be wrong, as stubbornly as will Cannon or Dalzell, two of the 
most uncompromising and unscrupulous partisans to be found in congress.

gono bad. None of it, they said, bad 
been in storage for more than a year.
